"Manila, May 30.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral, Washington: Cable company's 
vessel placing cable between Iloilo 
and Cebu ran to Escalante, east coast 
of Negros, to remove old cable con- 
nections; 
Captain Tilley, 
signal 


corps, accompanied, and with captain 
of vessel and t<iree men visited town; 
natives making friendly demonstra- 
tions. While there, ambushed; ves- 
sel's captain and one man escaped to 
vessel in launch; Tilley and two men 
to water and not rescued; vessel then 
reported at Iloilo; General Smith in- 
formed, who immediately took sev- 
enty-five men and proceeded to Esca- 
lante. He reports this morning that 
body of Captain was found floating 
in river; marks of violence on head; 
body sent to Iloilo; Smith remains at 
Escalante for the present.

ARMY IS TOO SMALL. 


New York, May 30.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


The situation in the Philippine 


Islands as described in recent dis- 
patches is such as to make it almost 
necessary to raise at least a part of 
the provisional aimy authorized by 
the last congress if the United States 
expects to secure complete control of 
tho archipelago. The administration 
has been brought to realize that it 
Is no longer war and diplomacy in 
dealing with the insurgents, but 
plain war. Diplomacy and the peace 
commission must take back seats 
until the enemy has been completely 
whipped and forced to surrender. 


General Otis has not a sufficient 


number of men to accomplish this 


end. 


It is believed that he has so in- 


formed the war department, but the 
officials will not admit it. They do 
admit, however, that the outlook for 
an early peace is very gloomy and 
that more troops are badly needed in 
the Philippines. 


Just how to meet this situation is 


a question which confronts them and 
requires prompt decision. It is ex- 
pected that the president will dis- 
cuss all phases of the situation with 
the cabinet Tuesday and reach an 
early decision. 


FILIPINO BECOMES A CITIZEN. 


Taunton, Mass., May 30.—Harry 


T. Phillips, a native Filipino, who is 
a prosperous resturant keeper here, 
was admitted to full citizenship in 
the United States by Judge Fox, of 
the district court. He was born in 
the town of Pasig and is a full blood- 
ed Tagal. 
Phillips came to the 


United States on a sailing vessel and 
has since then lived in New York 
and this city. He made application 
about a year ago for citizenship and 
before it came up for action the com- 
plicated question arose of whether he 
was not an American by virtue of the 
Paris peace treaty. Since then the 
question 
has been submitted 
to 


Washington and yesterday Phillips 
appeared in court and foreswore al- 
legiance to Alfonso, king of Spain, 
and his papers were signed and de- 
livered to him. He is thought to be 
the only Filipino in the country who 
enjoys citizenship rights.

The 
authorities of Porter county wanted 
to stop poolselling at the Roby race 
track and applied to the circuit court 
of that county for an injunction. The 
defense made an application for a 
change of judge and Hon. Robert 
Lowiy, of this city, was called as 
special judge to make the ruling. 
The decision was handed down at 
Valparaiso yesterday. 


Judge Lowry quoted numerous au- 


thorities bearing on this case and 
his opinion made some 10,000 words. 
Among other things he said: 
"All 


the state shows by her bill in this 
case is the offense of keeping a com- 
mon gambling house and the cor- 
rupting and vicious influences at- 
tending such a nuisance. It is not 
shown that any property or civil 
rights of the public which it is her 
duty to protect are invaded. The 
case presented is a criminal one, pure 
and simple, in which the criminal 
law furnishes the only remedy that 
courts are required to enforce. That 
this law is not enforced and ob- 
served is no ground for the interpo- 
sition of a court of equity, for, as has 
been observed, such a court has no 
jurisdiction to restrain the commis- 
sion of crime," 


In conclusion, Judge Lowry held 


there was no grounds for an injunc- 
tion as prayed for by the state 
refused the request. Deputy Attor- 
ney General Moore at once gave no- 
tice that he would take an appeal 
to^the supreme court

The law should be enforced 


with great discretion. It may work 
hardship in many instances. I am 
not prepared to discuss the changes 
Mr. Platt had made in the original 
bill."

alouo. still avoiding the gasso of the old 
man at the giave 


The incident was quickly forgotten 


by many* of the children, while others 
asked their eldeis what it meant About 
all that could be leaincd was that the 
grave of the Virginia soldier repre- 
sented the gray and was to be thought 
of only as something distinct from the 
bine, held in such loving remembrance 
by tjie people of New England. Every 
Memorial day some of the bolder ones 
sought out the lonely twin graves, but 
did not venture near to question their 
faithful Warden more Those who wan- 
dered in that direction saw Haiold Be-

monies at the "soldiers' plot," the 
planting of the sprig of evergreen, a 
white rose and the laurel branch as 
symbols of remembrance, of virtue and 
of victory, and the firing salute to tlie 
dead. There was less chatter among the 
children, for many were learning now 
the meaning of war, with their brothers 
and even fathers* about to march away 
to battle. John Beiueut, no longer bent 
and weighed down by age, led the way 
to the lonely graves in the out of the 
way vale, moving with sprightly step 
between his soldier sons. A crowd fol- 
lowed, some out of idle curiosity and 
others—older ones—to learn more of the 
story of the Virginian's grave and its 
mate. The latter were not disappointed, 
but they saw no wild flowers on the 
giave of Gerard Iselin of Pegram's 
Virginia batteiy— instead a beautifully 
wrought coat of aims of the nation in 
raie flowers of rod, white and blue. On 
the other giave, deftly wrought with 
white bloMiiiiiM, wire ii parr of hands 
folded over the breait and a dovo. 


John Bernent had placed these tokens 


of fiieiulfchiput the dawning of the day, 
so bright tui him 
In simple words he 


told his story for the oars ot Harold and 
Gerard, but there were many listeners 
beside?. 


"Father," said Harold, "I have a con- 


fepiion to make I was an eavesdropper 
many years a^e, when you told the chil- 
dren how yon bhot this man in gray." 
" 'Tis nothing, my boy, to what you 


shall hear foday. Gerard Iselin, your 
father, lies buried here, and I killed him; 
also jour"-— 


His voice was stilled by the emotion 


of Gerald, who grasped his hand vio- 
lently, but could not speak. "Go on,'1 


he said, after a stiuggle, and tho story 
was told without further interruption. 


"Gerard Iseliu was my classmate and 


friend at Harvard, as you boys have 
teen, and as like brothers. He was a 
southerner, wild, as we used to say, and 
as even I boasted at times of being. He 
loved tho sister of another friend and 
classmate, Katharine Mason, and it was 
said that his love for her alone kept 
him from running the lines in 1801 to 
fight for the south, boy that he was, for 
he was only 17 then. Well, the war 
went on, and, although we disputed of- 
ten, there was no rupture. At last I 
volunteered in Harvard's own regiment, 
the Second Massachusetts, and Gerard 
bid me godspeed rn his wild, hearty

"And you never told us that you 


were a Second Massachusetts man, 
too," baid Harold, his thoughts on the 
regiment and its proud name.

war, 
since it forced me to kill a friend, 


a brother. In time I learned that Gerard 
had disappeared and with him Katha- 
rine Mason It was a blow to Oliver, 
her brother and our friend 
And he 


vowed that he would shoot him down 
like a flog, if he ever found him alive." 
He paused, overcome with emotion. 


"But those were stirring'days," he 


continued after awhile. "We fought 
almost every day of that year, 1864. 
and at last came to the field of Five 
Forks 
Our regiment chargpd there 


upon the flank of the Confederate 
trenches. All went well until we reach- 
ed Peqram's Virginia battery Then we 
lost many, but my company pushed for- 
ward and shot down many to clear the 
way for advance. Suddenly I saw a 
Confederate rise up from the field and 
handle the lanyard of a piece aimed 
straight at our advance line A second, 
and a hundred of my biave men would 
bo blown to pieces, and, although I saw 


off here. Ah. John I This wart This 
war i' 
" 'And then?' I questioned hurriedly. 
" 'She died, and, I hear, left a baby 


boy. and now I am going, too, old man. 
Won't yon care for my boy as your 
own?' 
The effort was almost too 


much for him, but after a few seconds 
he continued- 'Katharine lies in For- 
rest Hill. Find her grave and place me 
beside her, for the sake of those school 
days in New England, the only joyous 
ones of my life. All else has been wild; 
alas, how wild! Bury me beside her, 
but, while yon plant her grave With 
roses and with lilies, let mine be covered 
with blossoms as wild as my own life 
has been. Promise me that, John, and 
to save my boy, for I forgive you this 
hour of pain and death.' " 


John Bement ceased speaking and 


looked first at the grave and its head- 
stone and then at Gerard as if to say, 


"I SHOT HIM DOWS." 


"I have been true to my trust." Then 
he waited for Gerard's verdict. It came, 
with a hearty embrace and clicking sob 
"Father! Yes," he added, "you have 
leen all that to me!" 


A bugle sounded the call to assemble, 


and tho veteran seized the hands of 
Harold and Gerard. "My care has been 
rewarded and my grief is over," said 
he 
"This is the happiest hour of my 


life when I send yon two, a son of 
Massachusetts and a son of Virginia, 
side by side to battle for the nation. 
Surnter, Five Forks and Appomattox 
will be forgotten while you carry the 
flag on new fields of glory to avenge the 
martyrs of the Maine."

In front and en the right and on the 
left the Americans found their march 
opposed by barbed wire barricades just 
where the Manser fire from distant 
trenches swept the ground. Only one 
knoll, crowned wijth cactn# Qppse,, offpr- 
ed shelter for advance rioni the Ameri- 
can side. It lay in front'of the Second 
Massachusetts, and Gerard Iselin volun- 
teered to crawl through the grass cover- 
ing the interval and cut the wire so 
that the regiment might rush forward. 
He reached the fence, as he believed 
unseen by the Spaniards beyond the 
copse, but at the first click of his wire 
cutter two Mausers looked out from the 
cactus blades, and^therr muzzles slowly 
dropped to the level of his head. Then 
two successive pistol shots rang out 
from close behind him. The Mausers 
buddenly dropped fioni sight, bnt a vol- 
ley from the copse passed over him. 
aimed at some object in the rear. In 
the confusion he severed the wire of 
three spans of fence, then tossed hib hat 
in the air as a signal agreed upon for 
his comrades to advance.

Iselin made tho long journey in winter 
and brought Harold's remains from 
^L'uba. They were met at the steamer's 
wharf by a committee of Grand Army 
men, who had prepared to do public 
honor to the dead hero of El Caney. 
But John Bement said- "No; it is now 
as it was in 1865, when you wanted to 
honor me as the hero of Five Forks. 1 
felt then that I had only performed my 
duty, a dreadful duty, since it made 
mo take the life of a friend. My boy 
simply did his duty when he gave his 
life for a friend." 


When alone again, he said to Gerard 


"The account of Iselin against Bement 
has been honored. The ashes of their 
dead shall mingle and the blood of their 
living flow in one stream forever." 


Memorial > ay, 1899, finds two graves 


at the little plot in the vale to decorate 
with flowers of red, white and blue, 
while above, them the father of a dead 
soldier and a son of a dead soldier pledge 
with clasped hands undying love for 
their country's standard, echoing in 
their hearts the sentiment of the Great 
Commander, "Let us have peace I" 


THE FORTUNE OF WAR. 


ti «t 1804 and Their fruit !• 


May, 18«S. 


It was November. 1864. The Forty- 


fourth United States colored infantry, 
nnder the command of Colonel Louis 
Johnson, had only a few weeks before 
been ordered to Daltou, Ga., from 
Rome, in the same state. 


When Sherman began his march to 


the sea, the white troops were all with- 
drawn from Dalton, leaving the Forty- 
fourth U, S. C. I. as the sole garrison 
of the post, The last train from Atlanta 
came into Dalton loaded with troops 
whose term of service had expired and 
with wounded men who were unablo to 
go forward with their regiments. They 
brought news of the destruction of At- 
lanta and of Sherman's departure for 
an unknown destination. They told of 
the rumored movement of Hood's Con 
federate army toward the north, with 
designs upon Nashville and possibly 
upon Louisville and Cincinnati. 


Scarcely had this train departed to- 


ward Cleveland, Term , than word was 
brought from one of our pickets on the 
southwest df Dalton that a flag of truce 
had come in with a request to see the 
commanding officer. 
Colonel Johnson 


directed the adjutant and rue to accom- 
pany him. 


The officer in charge of the flag of 


truce was Governor Isham O. Harris of 
Tennessee, then volunteer aid upon the 
staff of General Hood. 


Governor Harris—I have forgotten 


what his military rank was or if ho had 
any—said that the flag of truco had 
been sent for the purpose of demanding 
the surrender of the pobt and garrison 
of Dalton, in order to save the needless 
destruction of human life. He gave his 
word of honor that the entire army of 
General Hood was present and that the 
total annihilation of onr small torco 
would bo the work of little more than 
an hour. Ho added that in the event of 
surrender the officers would be allowed 
to retain their personal property arid 
would be paroled within a few days. 


Under the circumstances Colonel 


Johnson decided that it was his duty 
to accept the terms of surrender 


During the daj s of our captivity we 


were under a guard commanded by 
Colonel John F. House of Tennessee, 
who treated the prrsoners with the 
greatest kindness and consideration. 
We were not supplied with any rations 
on the first day, it is true, but neither 
were our guards, who told us not to 
mind a little thing like that, which 
they were used to. On tho evening of 
the second day we each received a small 
portion of raw cornmeal and a chunk 
of raw beef from a steer just killed. We 
made the meal > into little cakes with 
our hands and baked them on hot 
stones. The meat we toasted over the 
fire. No salt was given vis, for that was 
a scarce article in the Confederate 
army. • The next day we were paroled 
and after various adventures found our 
way to Chattanooga. 


After tho surrender of the Confeder- 


ate armies we were comfortably en- 
camped at Chattanooga, doing guard 
and picket duty. One day word was 
brought to canip that Colonel House 
had been seen among a lot ef paroled 
Confederates just arrived at the rail- 
road station, or "car shed." Our colo- 
nel at once gent the adjutant to arrest 
our former guard and bring him into 
camp. Permission to do so was readily 
granted by the provost marshal. The 
sutler's big tent was soon arranged for 
the reception, and all the officers of the 
regiment who were not on duty were 
present to welcome Colonel House to 
the first square meal that he had en- 
joyed for many months and to congrat 
ulate him upon the end of the war, aa 
well as upon the fact that we then mel 
as friends and fellow citizens of a corn 
mon country, whereas our first ac 
qnainatnce had been made as enemies 
nnder hostile flags. 


The moou was shining brightly frorr 


a clear sky when we reluctantly bic 
goodby to our guest, who had to repor 
at 10 o'clock at the "car shed." Thi 
ground glistened in the moonlight, am 
the grains of gravel sparkled like dia 
tnonds. 


Had the gallant Confederate colone 


lost all note of time and season arid fail 
ed to remember that the winter of hi 
discontent was over? Wo forgot or re 
frained from asking. We only know tha 
when he carne forth from the tent am 
saw the white light on the ground, h 
said, "Why, it's Knowing," and ben 
down to gather up a handful

Every now and then the obituary col- 


umns record the pacing of Borne veteran 
whose very existence has long been for- 
gotten by the closest contemporaries of 
his days of activity. Again and again 
at veteran reunions have the men of the 
old brigade who fought under General 
George Sears Greene at Autietain, at 
Gettysburg, at Wanliatchee, asked after 
their 
venerable commander, eeldom 


wondering if he was alive, but Wonder- 
ing when told that he actually survived, 
a cheeil'ul octogenarian, then a nona- 
genanau, then a patriarch crowding a 
century of life. He died at Morristown, 
N. J., last January with the weight of 
almost 'M years added to that which 
he boie in the days of battle, and he 
was then past threescore. Born in 1801. 
Geueiui Greene well remembered the 
war of 181',}, and, in fact, trained in 
the boy companies which emulated 
their seniors in the excitement of that 
faiaway conflict, Beaiing a surname 
identical with that of the great Revolu- 
tionary soldier, Nathanael Greene^ and 
hailing from the name province in 
{liode Island, it might be supposed that 
ur Geneial (ire-one was a descendant 
if Washington's favoiite marshal, but 
hat was not the case. Of the eatne 
Ouglish stock, their lines were some 
legrees apait when the first American 
epreseutatives of each followed .Roger 
Williams to the new world.

This sol- 
dier, Gieeiie, was a West Point gradu- 
ate, like his father, and had imitated 
his father's example by laying down 
the sword to await his country's call 
At tho outbreak of the war he was colo- 
nel of the Seventy-tust New York. 


The elder Greene lived in and 


near New York since the war which 
made him so conspicuous in martial 
annals. 
For a long time he had the 


distinction of being the oldest living 
representative of West Point and from 
time to time appeared at the reunions 
of army officera 
On those occasions he 


was duly honored by his associates and 
by the press, but immediately sank 
back into the retiracy he cultivated, 
and it was necessary for his old follow- 
ers, and even his contemporary officers, 
to search the records to see if he had 
not meanwhile passed to the eternal 
camping grounds without the world 
taking note of the fact. 
For a num- 


ber of years he lived at Morristown, 
where he had for neighbors or frequent 
visitors a number of his most intimate 
comrades of the old army. Until the 
end his spirits were happy, his man- 
ners genial and courteous.

region for years without paying tribute 
to the British authorities or Canadians 
until it was discovered that within the 
territory there was incalculable mineral 
wealth, they will rise ns one man to 
bar the path of those who at every op- 
portunity spring some false claim to 
steal the rights of others. It must be 
understood that the imbroglio has been 
caused by 80 milos of coast land, which 
would be insignificant were it not that 
within its embraces there is wealth un- 
told that the Britishers covet. 


"To gain their point the Britishers 


contend that the cptist line of Alaska 
includes a number of islands which lie 
close to the mainland, and that the 80 
miles of territory which"'the United 
States baa heretofore calculated from 
the'mainland begins at the western end 
of the archipelago, and does not include 
an inch of the mainland. They do thia 
in stultification of the acknowledgment 
of their government in 1825 that the 
territory belonged to Russia, which has. 
since ceded it, as part of the territorv 
of Alaska, to the United States. While 
Russia held the country Great Britain 
apparently cared nothing for- it. 'Beyond 
n mere trading privilege no attempt 
was made to avail of it. They soissed 
it during the Crimean war, but relin- 
quished it at the conclusion of the war. 
Not n»ttt its worth in fish, timber and 
gold were demonstrated by Americans 
did they evince interest 'in it. Then the 
old maps were discarded ;\ml new ones, 
which showed Great Britain's owner- 
ship of the big plot, were substituted, 
which ltd to the international dispute. 
Their schemes were clever, as they nl- 
ways are; but without honesty or jus- 
tice. 


"To us in Alaska the acknowledg- 


ment of their claims would mean much. 
It would result in the loss of the whole 
of southeastern Alaska, 500 miles in 
length, which gives us control of .the 
entire coast line. This strip of hiiul, 
.which is a continuous clwin of moun- 
tains, densely timbered,, is H roiitinuar 
tion of the Cascade range of Washing- 
ton and British Columbia. In my opin- 
ion the range will prove to be'the rich- 
est mineral field on this continent, the 
most accessible and best located mining 
center, and their loss would bo forever 
a shame to our country under the cir- 
cumstances. I have explored the region 
in person, and unhesitatingly say.that 
if I owned it I would not exchange for 
tho vast Northwestern territory. 


"Why should our commissioners talk 


of arbitration at all? We own the^ter- 
ritory in question. Wo bought and'paid 
for it, have been in peaceful possession 
.of it for many years. Now our Canadian 
neighbors, through the medium of thuir 
mother country, ask ns to arbitrate as 
to who owns it, Certainly our commis- 
sioners will not be cajoled into giving 
away territory that will in the near fu- 
ture astonish the world with its pro- 
duction of gold, silver, copper, lead and 
lumber.' A territory, that will afford 
homes and employment f of tho'usdrta's of 
oar citizens, where.the natural scenery 
is beautiful beyond comparison, and 
where the climatic conditions are, as 
favorable to health aa that of the state 
of Pennsylvania. This is the reason that 
I ask, Why should we arbitrate?"

William Oden Hnghdrt died at 5 


o'clock this morning (it his home in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. With the pass- 
ing of this life ends a'railway ca- 
reer that was long and remarkably 
successful. 
Mr. Hughart was born 


at Paris, Ky., June 8, 1826, and had 
he lived two weeks longer he would 
have been 73 years old. He entered 
railway service in 1858 as the as- 
sistant secretary and treasurer of the 
Pittsburg and Connellsville railroad. 
He served in that capacity two years, 
when the head of the department re- 
tired and Mr. Hughart succeeded 


him". 
Four years later he was made 


the president and manager of that 
road, a position he filled most'effi- 
ciently for eight years. In 1873 he 
took the management of the South- 
ern Security company and a year 
later was elected president of that 
company. In 1874 he became pres- 
ident and general manager of the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana company, 
an office he filled for many years. In 
1893, when his health began to fail, 
he retired from the management of 
the road and his son, J. H. P. Hug- 
hart, the present manager, was elect- 
ed to that office. 
The deceased held 


the office of president of the company 
until two years ago, when he was re- 
tired of his own volition and James 
McCrca was elected his 
successor. 


Since that time Mr. Hughart has 
steadily declined. He went to Flor- 
ida some months ago in the hopes 
of recuperating his health, but the 
trip did not have the desired effect 
and he was brought home n few 
weeks ago in a much worse condi- 
tion than when he went south. Mr. 
Hughart was held in the highest es- 
teem by the railway men and the 
news of his death will cause sorrow

These arc brought down to be fresh- 
ly ornamented the day before Decoration 
day. 
Certain of those little monuments 


are placed unnuestioningly asido, some- 
times with a whispered word of those who 
would trim them. A widow takes one of 
these, bearing her husband's name. Two 
belong to her; but her son's she leaves, 
and glances about the vestibule.

Hannah, with sweet, sad face, goes to 
her nnd takes the other one. The two 
women go out together to the side porch, 
from which they can look across to the 
spot, under shading trees, where the two 
men lie. Others follow them, till all those 
monuments set aside have been claimed, 
ind a little apart from the gossip ou the 
porch a group of sad-faced women sit in 
silence. Er.ch twines the evergreens upon 
the little monument before her with ten- 
der, stumbling fingers. The name upon it 
her eyes cannot read, for the tears that) 
blind her, but it is written on her heart, 
and on the "Roll of Our Honored Dead." 


For weeks before the 30th of May plan* 


for the decoration<< wer» being Blade by: 
the committee. The day before Decora- 
tion day the congregation met. A vesti- 
bule ran across the front of the church 
from the side doors that opened out on to 
the small stone porches, and there the 
men cast down great armfuls of fragrant 
evergreens.

monuments, painted white, were brought 
into the vestibule to be trimmed. 
Th« 


chatter and bustle began with the work. 
Little groups formed. Busy fingers soon 
lowered the heaps of pungent green. Then 
often wme young man and maiden would 
slip out together to gather a new supply. 
And were it not for others who built up 
the dwindling piles of spruce, the workers 
would wait long for the two who first 
went. When they finally came back, he 
with his conscious face hidden behind the 
odorous green branches, and she, so flush- 
ed nnd shy, the merry jests were at their 
expense.

ARMY IS TOO SMALL. 


New York, May 30.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


The situation in the Philippine 


Islands as described in recent dis- 
patches is such as to make it almost 
necessary to raise nt least a part of 
the provisional army authorized by 
the Inst congress if the United States 
expects to secure complete control of 
the archipelago. The administration 
hns been brought to realize that it 
is no longer war and diplomacy in 
dealing v/ith the insurgents, but 
plain war. Diplomacy and the peace 
commission must take back seats 
until the enemy has been completely 
whipped and forced to surrender. 


General Otis has not a sufficient 


number of men to accomplish this 
end. 


It is believed that he has so in- 


formed tho war department, but the 
officials will not admit it. They do 
admit, however, that tho outlook foi 
an early peace is very gloomy and 
that more troops arft badly needed in 
the Philippines. 


Just how to meet this situation is 


a question which confronts them and 
requires prcmpt decision. It is ex 
piloted that the president will dis 
cuss nil phases of the situation with 
the cabinet Tuesday and reach an 
early decision.

o'clock this morning ixt his home in 
Gnuid Rnpicls, Mich. "With the pass- 
ing of this life ends n'rnihvivy ca- 
reer thnt wns long nnd remarkably 
successful. 
Mr. Hughart wns born 


at Pniis, Ky., June 8, 1820, and bud 
he lived two weeks longer he would 
have been 73 years old. He entered 
railway service in 1858 ns the as- 
sistant secretary and treasurer of the 
Fittsburg and Connellsville railroad. 
He served in that capacity two years, 
when the head of the department re- 
tired nnd Mr. Huglmrt succeeded 
Mm. Four years later he was made 
the president nnd manager of that 
road, a position he filled most effi- 
ciently for eight years. In 1872 he 
took the management of the South- 
cm Security company nnd a yeur 
later wns elected president of that 
company.

1893, when his health began to fail, 
he retired from the management of 
the road and his son, J. H. P. Hug-- 
hart, the present manager, was elect- 
ed to that office.

HcCrca was elected his successor. 
Since that time Mr. Hughni-t has 
Biendily declined. He went to Flor- 
ida some "months ago in the hopes 
of recuperating his health, but the 
trip did not.
